jgovernor of the Isle of Pines. 
| According to the statements of the jail- 
a or attendants, she made her escape 
some time last night. 

At this morning's roll call she was miss- 
jing and when search was made for her 
‘the attendants found one of the iron bars 
jof the room in which she had been con- 
fined had been filed and bent outward. 

The bar could not have been moved ex- 
cept by a great outlay of strength, and 
all the circumstances go to prove the co- 
loperation of outsiders in her escape. 

The authorities have not yet secured any 
clew as to the whereabouts of Senorita 
[Evangelina.

SPANISH CAPTURE AMMUNITION. 


‘Commercial Bodies Wire Government 
Asking Weyler’s Retention. 

Havana, October 7.—According to the 
bulletins issued today from the headquar- 
ters of the Spaniards a government force 
has ambushed and captured a boat having 
on board 207 boxes of ammunition and has 
also seized 249 boxes of ammunition, which 
the troops found ashore. Both of these 
jots of ammunition, it is stated, belonged 
to an expedition which landed at the mouth 
of the river Arimoa, in the district of Clen- 
fuegos, province of Santa Clara. recently. 
Tt is further officially announced that 
General Molina has captured, after a short 
fesistance, an insurgent camp situated on 
We heights of TiScatéro, province of Ha. 
vana. 

Lieutenant Colonel Alfan was wounded 

ufing the engagement. 

Colonel! Rotger, an official dispatch says, 
has been engaged with an insurgent force 
at Carmen, this province. The enemy, the 
Spaniards say, occupied high positions in 
the interior of the mountains in that vi- 
inity and in this manner they explained 
the fact that Colonel Rotger lost nineteen 
boldiers killed and that he, two of his offi- 
cers, an army physician and the man wiio 
Zuided the troops, in addition to twenty- 
$x soldiers, were wounded, showing, the 
Spaniards admit, a loss of nearly fifty men 
killed and wounded. As against this the 
Spanish officials only claim the insurgents 
eft one captain and one private killed, al- 
though they add that the enemy retired 
with “the rest of his loss.”’

COTTON DAMAGED BY DROUGHT. 


In Five States the Result of Drought | 


Is Very Serious. 

Tenn., October 7:—Reports 
frcm all sections of Tennessee. Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Louis‘ana indi- 
cate a state of affairs as the result of the 
long continued want of rain that is gene- 
rally serious and in several particulars 
deplorable. The drought has been general 
throughout these states. 

The protracted drought has injured cot- 
ton materialiy, destroying all hopes of a 
top crop and causing the plant to open pre- 
maturely. 

Reports tell of the irish potato crop being 
a total failure. The full planting, it is 
estimated, will not produce the seed po- 
tatoes that were planted. The sweet pota- 
ty crop has been similarly affected, but 
not so generally as the irish potatoes. The 
yield will be smaller than in many years. 

In many sections water has become a 
precious article and those who have only 
a moderate supply use ‘t very sparingly.

White Men and Black Men Own All 
the Stock.

South Carolina Trying To Soive the 
Question of Colors in 
Factories.

Coiumbia, S. C., October 7.—(Special.)—A 
contract to furnish machinery for a 1,90 
spindle cotton mill and 250 looms, in which 
no white person will be permitted to work 
except ‘in the capacity of instructor or 
foreman, has just been s‘gned. 

The idea of having a cotton mill operated 
exclusively by colored labor originated 
with W. S. Monteith, a white lawyer of 
this city. It took well with the leading col- 
ored people of this city, and Mr. Monieith, 
w:th his brother, son and nephew as cor- 
porators, obtained a commission for the 
Elmwood Manufacturing Company from 
the secretary of the state. 

The capital stock of $10¢,000 is to be paid 
in installments. Of this amount 750 shares 
of $100 each have been subscribed for by 
Columbia negroes. Mr. Monteith and a few 
other business men will take the remain- 
der. 

Several sites have been offered for the 
mill, but none has been decided on. It 
will, however, be built within the city 
limits and near the canal. Power will be 
electricity, furnished by the Columbia Wa- 
ter Power Company, composed of New 
England capitalists, who have put in a 
power house and generated 10,000 electrical 
horse power at the foot of the Columb!a 
canal. 

The mill, says Mr. Montieth, will employ 
600 hands, running day and night forces. 

Under the by-laws it is provided that no 
white person shall work as an operative in 
the mill, and that no negro shall be em- 
ployed who cannot show that he has been 
a resident of Columb‘a for at least twelve 
months prior to his application. The csior- 
ed stockholders say they wish the colored 
people of Columbia to benefit by their en- 
terprise, and that there are erough unem- 
ployed here to run the mill without bring- 
ing in others. 

It is proposed to run the mil! during the 
day in the manufacture of a good grade of 
cloth, and at night for the manufacture of 
varn. Already a contract has been closed 


' for all the yarn the mill can turn out for 


five years. 

Negroes look upon the experiment as a 
distinct advance in their position: whites 
of the mill operative class view it with ap- 
prehension: mill men and manufacturers 
see in it a training school for cheaper labor, 
while the general public belicves that in 
the future discord will result.

Wilson says he urged him ¢o take a stand 
With populists-. on these questions and 
that Russell declined and said he did not 
know but that he weuld dodge these is- 
sues. Wilson then hints that certain rail-

Wilson reports a vconver- 
Sation with Russell just after the latter 
had made a deal with Senator Butler in 
Which Wilson said he thought the reduc- 
tion of passenger and freignr rates should 
be equalized and that Russell replied:

The new Spanish ministry has been com- 
Pleted, as foilows: 

Senor Sagasta, president of the council. 

Senor Gulion, minister of foreign affairs. 

Senor Moret, minister of the colonies. 

Senor Capdepon, minister of the interior. 

Senor Puigcerver, minister of finance. 

Senor Groizard, minister of justice. 

Count De Xiquena, minister of 
works. 

General Correa, ministerof war. — 

Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine. 

Sagasta’s cabinet is not so strong as pre- 
vious announcement had led many to be- 
ieve it would be. In fact, Senor Moret is 
the only man in the new cabinet who has 
real political importanee, The exclusion of 
Senor Gamazo and his friends secms to 
indicate that Senor Sagasta has not suc- 
ceeded in the difficult task of harmonizing 
the aspirations of the Spanish protection- 
ists, represented by Gazamo, with those 
of the free traders, whose champion is Se- 
nor Moret. 

Senor Sagasta is sixty-nine years old. Ile 
was in the employ of the state as a civil 
engineer when he entered public life, and 
he soon climbed up to the highest pusitions 
in the administration. He was only forty- 
three years vid when hé was first appointed 
premier, a post which he hetd unaer King 
Amadev, in 1871, and also under General 
Serrano, chief of the’ provisional govern- 
menc Woich followed the overthrow of the 
republican regime early in ised. tte Was al 
the head of too cabinet when, at the colse 
of that year, Generai Martinez Campos, 
prociaimed Don Aijifonso king of Spain, 
just at the moment that DSagasta Wis trying 
to reach an undeistanding with the repub- 
lican leaders toward the re-estadtishment 
of that regime. Sagasta yielded to the in- 
evitabie; vut he once admiited in the 
chambers of deputies that he would have 
had ‘Martinez Campos shot for proclaiming 
Don Alfonso, if he had then been able to 
get hold of the general. Sagasta supported 
Don Alfonse, and now supports the regen- 
cy, as he supported Don Amadeo and the 
popular institutions in 1874: always ready to 
support what may come next, provided that 
he is allowed to take turns in power, for he 
is always willing to sacrifice himself for 
the welfare of his country. 

Has Sagasta been a good ruler? Spain 
unquestionably owes to him a grevt deal 
more than she aid to his colleague, Cano- 
vas del Castillo, whom ail considered to be 
by far the superior man of the two. f ull 
of restrictions though they are, it Was un- 
der Sagasta that the laws establishing uni- 
versal suffrage, the jury, and other devel- 
opments of modern progress were enacted, 
The Spanish finances and credit abroad re- 
covered to a great extent as a result of 
measures adopted by Minister Gamazo un- 
der Sagasta’s administration. 

Regarding colonial affairs Sagasta has 
been as backward as Canovas. It is true 
that it was wnder him that Minister Maura 
introduced his bill of reform; but that 
measure was far from being a liberal one, 
and Sagasta consented to Maura’s defeat 
rather than surrender power. 

He now proclaims the principle of colo- 
nial home rule, but his definition of auton- 
omy shows clearly enough that, as Mr. 
Hannis Taylor, our late minister to Madrid, 
remarked a few days ago, the liberal lead- 
er is no more progressive in this respect 
than Canovas was. 

Sagasta’s official declaration# with refer- 
ence to autonomy are ammbiavegs enough 
to indicate that he ts in the ddfk as to 
what should be done, in case it should be 
found that the establishment of ome rule 
would bring hostilities to an end. 

Don Pio Gukon e Iglesias, the new minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, held the portfolio 
of the interior in 1883. There is nothing 
in him which would make him particularly 
fit for conducting the foreign affairs of his 
country at the present critical moment. 

Senor Don Segismundo Moret y Prender- 
gast, the minister of the colonies, is, per- 
haps. the most brilliant among the Spanish 
speakers of the day. He boasts of democ- 
racy; but, although he has been a minister 
over a dozen times, ne never did anything 
to justify his assertion. The law regarding 
slavery, bears his nam. was merely 
the result of a compromise which crippled 
a really diberal measure ogee ‘by r 
Labra and others. Moret is fifty-eight years 
old. He leads a very important faction in 
the cortes, and ia one of the strongest can- 
didates to succeed Sagasxta in the leadership

Lieutenant General Correa, the minister 
of war, recently held the post of military 
commander of the Balearic islands.

It was announced a few days ago that 
Admiral S. Bermejo, the new ministerof the 
navy, would replace Admiral Navarro in 
the command of the Spanish naval station 
at Havana. During the last few years he 
has held important positions in the offices 
of the navy department at Madrid. 

Don Trinitario Ruiz Capdepon, minister 
of the interior. was minister of the colonies 
in 1888 and minister of the interior from No- 
vember, 1894, to Marcih, 1895. 

Don Alejandro Groizard, minister of? 
justice, is a veteran in Spanish politics. He 
has been a minister several times. most 
recently from November, 1834. to March, 
1895, waen he held the portfoiio of foreign 
affairs. It was during the closing days of 
that cabinet that the incident of the Alli- 
anea occurred, and Senor Groizard had a 
hand in It. . 

Tae Count de Xiquena, minister of public 
works, is a man of ultra conservative 
ideas, and nobody knows why he is train- 
ing with the liberal party. He was minis- 
tery of public works in 1889 and president of 
the council of state in 18M. 
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Doping the Army Mules. 
From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

A unique swindle of the government has 
recently been exposed by Dr. Ed Ferrell 
and further attempt in that direction pre- 
vented. Dr. Ferrell is a well-known St. 
Louis veterinarian, having taken up the 
large practice enjoyed by his father, when 
the latter was anpointed inspector of 
horses and mules for the government, with 
headquarters at Chicago. 

According to the young yeterinarian’s 
story a large contract for army mules was 
recently advertised, and, following ihe 
rules and regulations, was let to the lowest 
bidder. This man said he would furnish 
all the mules wanted at $85 apiece. 

“The first consignment was to arrive in 
East St. Louis,”’ said Dr. Ed Ferrell, “‘and 
father appointed me to inspect them. When 


I looked at the papers and saw that $85 
ras the price per head I at once concluded 
something was amiss, for | knew a good 
mule cannot be purchased for less than 
$10. But the animals [| examined seemed 
all right; they were sleek and lively, and 
apparently came up to the requireménts. 
During the first half hour that I was in- 
specting I noticed that I was never per- 
mitted to examine a mule very closely. 
The animal itself objected and when one 
or two had nearly kicked my head off I 
began to suspect that some person was 
causing their deviitry. Then, finally, I 
caught sight of a man poking a mule with 
a sharp-pointed iron just as I stooped to 
examine a fetlock. This happened two or 
three times, and I[ tell you my life was in 
danger.

to ferrets out the mystery. They found 
that Walter Bohannan was probably the 
leader, but they could never catch him 
in the act, nor could they find sufficient 
evidence against him to convict until J. 
W. Connelly, of Atlanta, was put on the 
case. He realized that it was difficult, but 
he saw, too, what success would mean, 
and his pride was aroused. Superintendent 
Vaughn told him to take his time, but to 
catch the thieves and get enough evidence 
to convict. 

Probably no railroad has ever been prey- 
ed upon so long and disastrously as the 
Southern and its predecessor have suffered. 
But Connelly, bravely seconded by “%'om 
Hanie, has bound a chain of evidence 
about the band which will land every one 
of them in the penitentiary if they do 
note break jail first. 

Perhaps one exception should be made in 
this sweeping statement. Jim. Harris has 
rendered such valuable aid to the officers 
in running down the guilty that the Stale 
cannot flail to recognize him and condone 
his part in the depredations for the infor- 
mation and faithful ass.stance woicn he 
has given during the last three months. 

Harris is unlettered. 1 doubt if he could 
write his name correctly with a botthe of 
ink. He is a peculiar character—tall, 
swarthy, strong, with a dro.t tongue, a 
shrewd eye and a cunning bent of mind. 
He went into the gang “ten or tweive years 
ago, 1 disremember exactly, out of pure 
devilment,’’ he toid me today. 

“I stayed in more because il was reckless 
than for what I made out of it. Nobody 
got much except Bohannon. He sold the 
goods and got the money and paid us what 
he pleased, generally from $2 to $5 for 
a night’s work. Twice he gave me $19, 
but never more than that.’’ 

Harris talks freely about his own past 
and that of his confederates. His reminis- 
cences would fill a book, and it would be 
an interesting book, too, of the Jesse James 
school of literature. Harris has a well 
defined vein of honor in his make up. 5o 
has Bohannon, who is a man far superior 
in intelligence to his fellow bandits. This 
is the reason he could control them. He 
selected uneducated men to aid him, for 
he knew he would have stronger influence 
over them than over men his equal in 
intelligence. 

‘Bohannon got me to join his gang,” 
‘said Harris. ‘‘He always picked the mem- 
bers. We were not sworn in exactly, but 
it was always impressed on us that if any 
member gave the others away, he would 
be killed. If a fellow did not like the way 
Bohannon treated him, he could quit. We 
believed he would not dare to tell.” 

“Did any one ever desert?’ I asked. 

“Sometimes a member would get tired or 
dissatisfied or frightened and drop out. 

“He got tired of Luke White, my brother- 
in-law, and we scared him off.’”’ 

Jim chuckled, and being pressed for the 
story, said: 

‘“Tuke was going off one night and we 
got after him. He’s the biggest coward you 
ever saw. One of the boys put a sheep 
skin over his head and took after Luke. 
You would most have died if you had seen 
Luke run. We chased him for a mile and 
a half up the railroad, screeching and roar- 
ing like wild beasts. Luke thought a lot 
of devils were after him. When he could 
not run any more, he jumped into a brier 
patch. We fired off some pistols and Luke 
thought he was killed. After the boys 
went back, Luke scrambled out and start- 
ed running again and he never stopped 
until he got away up into Tennessee. He 
never came back, neither, until yesterday, 
when an officer brought him.” . 


Their Plan of Operating. 


The gang never robbed except in the dark 
of the mcon. 

They generally chose Sunday night for 
their work and 

They almost invariably robbed one train, 
No. 52, a southbound through freight on 
the Southern. 

They had special reasons for observing 
these rules. In the first plece, no freight 
trains are allowed to enter Georgia be- 
tween Saturday midnight and Sunday mi!d- 
night. In consequenc? of that law, the 
freight trains in the Southern’s ‘Tennessee 
division stop at Cleveland or Chattanooga 
until Sunday ‘night, when they pull out 
and cross the state line very soon after- 
wards. 

Train No. 52 comes down over the Nor- 
folk and Western by way of Bristol. 
thence over the Southern to Knoxville and 
on to Ooltewah junction. At Sunday mi‘d- 
night so many cars have accumulated at 
the state line that No.52 has to run in three, 
four and often five sections. A great deai 
of high-class freight, such as_ tobacco, 
silks, prints, plaids, clothing, hats, boots 
and shoes, and coffee, is shipped from 
Baltimore, Ehiladelphia and New York for 
Rome. Atlanta and other southern points. 
This was the kind of freigut which Bohan- 
non preferred, because it is valuable. 

The robbers usually selected the second 


section.

On 
we met in Walter's stables, 
us who were to go up 
and get in the cars: The coal chute {s 
about ten miles up the road. We would 
have it all fixed where the things were to 
be thrown off—at Blue Gizzardg, the rock 
bridge or some cut or crossing. Three or 
four would go 
get the stuff when it was thrown out. It 
is easy on a dark night to slip along a 
train and breat into a car without being 
caught. 

Could Tell by the Smell. 

“We could what was in a car_by 
snelling it. We would tforce the 
open just a little without breaking the 
se1l and smell inside If it was loaded 
with coffee, we could teil it easily. We 
could tell shoes by the smell of the leath- 
er. Dry goods you can generally tell by 
the odor of vhe pijne boxes in which 
they are packed. We would pick out a 
car loaded with something of that kind, 
We mostly picked eut a Norfolk and 
Western car. When we found what we 
wanted, we would break the seal, slide 
the door back, jump in and close the 
door If the train hands happéned to 
come along we would run off and they 
would think we were tramps. The train 
hands seldom bothered us, though. 

“After the train started the men inside 
the car would light a candle and pick 
out the goods we wanted and pile up 
the boxes and sacks right by the door. 
We knew every foot of the road, and 
when we reached the. place where our 
confederates were waiting, we would open 
the door and tumble things out. When 
the train stopped in the Dalton yard, 
the men inside the car would get out, 
reseal it and walk back up the track to 
join the other fellows.’’ 

The robbers carried deep sacks in which 
they put the'r booty. They always burned 
the cases or bags in which the goods 
were shipped. This was to prevent identi- 
fication. 

Their booty would be worth from $400 
to $1,000 a haul. but Bohannon would sell 
the goods for half price or less. Asa rule, 
he sold the goods the day after the rob- 
bery, Harris says. Sometimes the plun- 
der would be hid in the woods and again 
it would be taken to the home of some 
the band. Bohannon took it 
to his own home many a time. The very 
last articles stolen, five cases of shoes, 
were hauled to Bohannon’s house in a 
wagon. That was early Monday morning, 
August 26th.

He did not know one of them by sight up 
to this time. On the Sunday night after 
their chief returned, the band met in his 
stable in North Dalton. Connelly was out- 
side watching and listening at a erack, 
He saw them arrive from different direc- 


tions and noted the mas they shook hands | the whole month had passed and there 


with their leader. Then they got down to 
business and they decided that everything 
Was safe once more and that they could re- 
sume their work. 

The detective was familiar with al! their 
names and he heard them address cach 
other, and all their suggestions and plans. 

Something decided him that Jim Harris 
was the man to work. It was only a few 
days after that when the detective got Har- 
ris off for a private talk and astonished 
the robber by telling him many things 
which he did not suppose any one knew ex- 
cept members ofthe band. Harris thought. 
somebody had been talking and he was anx- 
ious to negotiate for terms. He saw the 
penitentiary right in front-of him. He saw 
a wife and child at home. 

“There are others who will tell all they 
know.”’ said the detective. “It is a race to 
see who gets to the water tank first.’’ 

“Count me in that race,” Harris ex- 
claimed. 

“But you have three brothers-in-law in 
the band,"”’ said the detective. 

“Yes, and I have a family of my own 
to look after. I have got to take care of 
my family and Jim Harris.” 

Harris and Kinneman had been down tu 
Atlanta to tell Superintendent Vaughan

So, after Con- 
nelly had his interview with Harris the 
latter agreed to come to Atlanta and see 
tne superintendent. The detective brought 
him down that very afternoon. Harris 
confessed that he had been bluffing vefore 
and was reahHy. anxious now to aid the 
road. And he was anxious to assist it be- 
cause he wanted to Keep Jim WHiarris oul 
of the penitentiary. That was the :irst 
consideration whkth him. He was thanked 
for his offer and was told to go back and 
lie low. 

Finally, though, Harris was employed as 
watchman. He would go up one day on 
a train and come down at night on No. 82. 
That struck Bohannon. and the other rob- 
bers as a rich joke on the company. They 
had laughed many a time at one Mayson, 
an agency. dtective from New York, who 
had come down with some assistants to 
catch the gang. Masegn’s men tried to stand 
in with the rappers, and carried a jug of 
corn whisky ofthe “trains. The detectives 
got outside of too much of that and Bo- 
hannon found out what they» were up (0, 
so he did not do a thing to them but rob 
a train on Which they were riding. This 
little adventure on his part was just to 
show the New Yorkers that they were not 
at all fly 

Harris said that the company was stil 
watching for the gang and Bohannon de- 
cided to put up another robbery on chem 
as a joke. Harris attended the regular 
sessions of the band in the park here af- 
ternoons and kept Connelly posted. The 
mvon was not favorabie for their work 
about that time and Bohannon would not 
set a date for another raid. This discourag- 
ed Connelly a little, who thougn“t 
maybe Bohannon was suspicious. But at 
lust the chief ordered his men to pre- 
pare for a job on the night of August 9th 

This job. though. did not pin ont much 
The robbers got some tchacco, 45) pounds, 
but the conditions were nct favorable for 
the arrests. There was some change in 
the plans and no aftteinpt was made to 
catch the outlaws. 


Two Waterhauls. 


Then more moonlight nights came on 
and it was August 22d hefore the next job 
was undertaken. That was to be done at 
Cohutta, thirteen miles above Dalton, 
and the goods were to be hauled in a 
wagon. A terrific thunder storm came up 
and although the robbers were on hand 
the wagon did nct arvive. Messrs. Con- 
nelly Hanie, Johnson, Keith ad Hannan 
were, there, but nothing was taken. No- 
hody got anything except a soaking tn the 
rain, 

A raid was arranged for August Mth, 
and the goods were to b2 thrown off at the 
rack of ties tw) or three miles above 
Dalton. That night the robbers were de 
ceived by their sense «f smell and they 
got in a car containing wagons and car- 
riages. The detectives were lying on top 
if the ties when No. 52 passed. Some of 
the Bohannon band were in the bushes 
ieross tne track. Th: robbers were dis 
appointed, but they were not the only 
ones, The men in the bushes scrambiec4 
up on the track swearing like troopers at 
their associates for not throwing anything 
off. The men on the groun da'd not know 
why the trip had failed. They walked on 
down the road and: net Bohannon, who 
explained. The officers kept close to them 
and could hear them talk.

The Last Robbery. 

August 2th was appcinted for another 
attempt. This was the last and the fatal 
one for the gang. Harris was riding the 
train every night and Bohannon felt that 
he was safe. He would make a big haui 
this time from under Harris’s feet and 
have the laugh on the company. So he and 
Pearce went up the road early in the night 
and broke into a car while the train was 
standing at the coal chute’ This time they 
got into a shipment of shoes. Five cases 
were piled up in the doorway. They were 
to be thrown off near the rock bridge. 

Tom Kinneman and George Holder went 
up to the bridge and waited. Just above 
the bridge is a cut. Connelly and Hannah 
hid on the top of this cut. Hanie and 
Johnson waited at the bridge. About 1:30 
o’clock No. 52 came thundering down the 
road. As [it passed through the cut Bohan- 
on opened the car and threw out the cases 
right opposite the two officers. They re- 
mained perfectly quiet, but no one appear- 
ed for a long time. They were getting un- 
easy when they heard some men running 
toward them. These turned out to be Bo- 
hannon. Pearce, Kinneman, Harris ana 
Holder. Bohannon Pearce and Haptis had 
left the train in the Dalton yard, and walk- 
ing back, had met Kinneman and Ho"ler, 
who were starting back to town, not hav- 
ing found the loot In the cut. The five 
stopped and talked on the bridge. John- 
son and Hanie could hear them plainly. 
Bohannon ¢aid that he had thrown off some 
shoes in the cut, s0 Kinneman and Holder

run. They found the cases, shattered by 
the fall. The shoes were picked up and 
piaced in the sacks, while the pine cases 
were tossed up on top of the cut, almost 
on the detectives amd the marshal, who 
were lying there flat on their faces, and 
who recognized all the robbers. The pair 
had to get out, for they wanted to see 
what the robbers would do. According to 
the report made by Harris, the booty was 
to be hauled that night by Wagon across 
the flelds to a house, which had been 
rented especially for a storage warehouse. 
This was an unoccupied building, the 
Felker place. Bonannon for some reason 
decided to take the shoes to his own home. 
Arrested Without a Fight. 

Two plans were now open to the offi- 
cers. They could make a‘dash, and after 
a fight, and possibly the loss of life, cap- 
ture the robbers. then and there, or they 
could wait until daylight and pick them 
up one at a time without danger. This 
latter course wa@s decided on. The rob- 
bers went to Bohannon’s house and the 
officers went home with the sheriff and 
took a nap and then had breakfast. The 
sheriff and his deputy went ap town as 
usual and waited for Bohannon to appear. 
About midday he strolled down to the 
postoffice to get his mail. Right then he 
Was nabbed. It was so sudden that 
made no fight at all and went along quiet- 
ly witn the officers. When they reached 
the jail he began to fight, but was over- 
powered and dragged -in. 

No sooner was he locked up than the 
detectives drove rapidiy to Bohannon’s 
house, and with a search warrant, asked 
the leader’s wife where the shoes were 
which her husband had taken home be- 
fore daylight. She hesiiated, but when 
she saw tnat search would be made any- 
how, she led the way upstairs and there 
they found the shoes, 

Sheriff Johnson was driving about town, 
getting first one and then another of the 
gang until he had bagged about all of 
them who were there. 

One of the Longs got away. A man 
name@ Laneston over in Murray county, 
who was suspected of being a fence, had 
also skipped. Langston is a_ well-to-do 
man. He owns farms and is said to have 
$10.00 in cash in the banks. But he has 
gone, probably until he sees how the 
cases turn out against the others who @re 
implicated. 

All the gang are rattled. Judge Fite’s 
charge to the grand jury on Monday 
showed that the strong arm of the law 
was reaching out for the guilty parties. 
He is as firm ip his purpose to rid Whit- 
field county of the worst gang that ever 
infested it as mortal judge can be. His 
talk there in the open court was as 


manna was to the wanderers in the wil- 
derness. This gang has been a blot on 
the teify’s reputation for a long time. 
Everybody knew that the robberies were 
being committed. Some of the very mem- 
bers af the gang were known almost 
beyond a doubt, but there was not suf- 
ficient evidence. Dalton has a citizenry 
of cultured, God-fearing, law-abiding men 
and women. These outlaws were only a 
handful. but they had in a sense terror- 
ized the community. Now they are terror- 
ized. They have known Judge Fite for 
years. He waa their solicitor before he 
went on the bench. He was fearless as 
a prosecuting officer, and when that kind 
of a solicitor goes on the bench evil-doers 
had well beware. : 
Dalton Will Be Purged 

The judge of this circuit is determined 
to suppress lawlessness as Judge Gober 
suppressed the incendiaries of Pickens, as 
Judge Newman in Atlanta suppressed the 
assassins and whitecaps of Murray. and 
as Judge Emory Speer cleaned out the 
Hail gang in Dodge county. Murray, 
Pickens and Dodge are model ccunties 
now. The great mass of the citizens were 
always law-respecting, but a few  des- 
deradoes demoralized the whole adminis- 
tration of justice in each of those coun- 
ties for a time. 

Some of the merchants here admit that 
they bought goods from Bohannon, but 
say that they did not know they were 
stolen.

Judge Fite’s Charge. 

None of the cases will be taken up untill 
Monday morning. Then the fur will fly 
sure enough. Solicitor General Sam Mad- 
dox is not playing for the grand stand, but 
he says that he is going to hew to the line 
of duty, let the chips fal! where they may. 
He ts heartily in sympathy with the judge 
and the grand jurors in their efforts to re- 
deem Dalton’s fair name. In this connec- 
tion it is well to set Judge Fite right. He 
d'd not say that Dalton was a den of 
thieves, but that the city has that reputa- 
tion over the state; that he hears it wher- 
ever he goes. 

“T know this is not true,’’ he declared 
emphatically. “There are as good men in 
Daiton and Whitfleld county as anywhere 
on earth. There are, too, as bad men, as 
vile men in Dalton as anywhere.” The 
judge then charged the jury to hunt out 
thege bad e«haracters and indict them, if 
the evidence warranted. 

“{t is alleged that certain parties have 
been robbing the railroads here for years, 
and that these parties have been selling the 
stolen goods to the merchants around this 
town, and also in the country. If this be 
true, then the men who broke the cars and 


stole the goods are burglars, and the mer- 
e“hants who bought 


the gocds, knowing 
them to be stolen, are guilty of receiving 
stolen goods. 

“Now, gentlemen, I don’t say that every 
man who buys stolen goods is guilty of the 
crime of receiving stolen goods. The cir- 
cumstances surrounding the transaction 
must govern you in your findings. All the 
circumstances surrounding the transaction, 


, conditions, ete.. upon which a party acted. 


and whether the transaction was in good 
faith should be considered.” 

Judge Fite filiustrated this by explain- 
ing that a man might buy stolen goods 
innocently from a merchant or other per- 
son whom he believed to be reputable. but 
he said that If a worthless, notorious char 
acter were to offer to sell him a gold 
watch or a-fine suit of clothes, a sack ot 
coffee or a box of tobacco or a quantity 
of fine print goods, he would be obliged 
to know that the goods were stolen. 

Judge Fite said fhat he believed the 
grand jury had the grit and manhood to 
go to the bottom of the renorts and pre- 
sent the truth. And he was not deceived 
in his jury. He warned the jurors agains. 
the wiles of the suborner and against jury 
packing. He was very particular on this 
and elaborated the idea considerably. In 
conclusion he said that if the jurors did 
their full duty they would have the com- 
mendation of ther fellow citizens, but if 
they failed they would have the public’s 
condemnation, and, he added, in that event 
‘you ought to have it.” 

It was a notable charge and to say that 
it created consternation in some quarters 
is putting it mildly. 

The criminal docket will be taken up 
on Monday and if any of the prisoners go 
to trial, sensational revelations may be ex- 
pected.

Yesterday he held a lengthy conference 
with Dr. R. L. Hope, superintendent of the 
county almshouse = and female cuonvict 
camp, and as a result of this conference 
some radical changes may soon be made 
in the cultivation of the lands which are 
owned by the courty at the alrnshouse. 

The recent report ot Dr. Hope shows 
that the almshouse, female convict camp 
and county imbecile ward were conducted 
for the fiscal year jt closed at a saving 
cf $1,470 cver the year previous, and an ef- 
fort will be made to cut down the expenses 
still more next year. It is the desire of 
the committee on almshouse property to 
make the farm not only self-sustaining, 
but to make it a source of revenue for the 
county. 

“Careful study has been made,” says 
Commissioner Brown, “‘as to the charac- 
ter of the lands ccnstituting the povrhouse 
farm, and experiments have been made 
during the present year as to the character 
of crop that would produce the best re- 
sults. Too much credit carnot be given 
Dr. R. L. Hope, the very eificient superin- 


| tendent at the almshouse, {or the building 
| up of the lands. 


This year an experiment 
was made in planting a small patch of 
cotton and the conclusion has been reached 
that the land is better adapted to cotton 
than most anything else and that the coun- 
ty would make more money toward sup- 
porting the almshouse proper by raising 
cotton than any other crop. 

“Following this view, it 18 our purpose 
to plant all the land in cotton next year 
except such portion as may be reserved for 
potatoes, garden and grasses. Since the 
purchase of the farm no cotton has been 
planted on the place until this year. By 
raising cotton it will enable the superin- 
tendent to cultivate on the rotation system,

Not long ago a negro woman 
named Willie Broughton came to me and 
asked what I would charge to bury a 
relative. I asked her what the other un- 
dertakers had charged. She said $9, and 
{ told her I would furnish a coffin and a 
carriage and take the funeral for $6. She 
gave me $5 and said it was all she had 
with her. I told her it was a cash trans- 
action and she signed a bill stating that 
there was still a dollar due. I paid $1.0 
for a coffin and $1.80 for a carriage. The 
grave cost me $2. That left me the profit 
of the one dollar which I was to take 
chances in getting. Later in the day the 
woman called again and asked me to re- 
fund h@ the money, saying that Howard 
would do the job for $6, and she did#not 
wish to patronize me because I was a 
eemocrat and helped the people who

Cullough killed his wife because he was 
infatuated with a younger sister of the 
murdered woman. This was terrible to 
the young man, and even in the court- 
room he showed evidences of the suffering 
he was undergoing, 

This sorrow of the brother was the most 
pathetic feature of the trial. He had done 
all in his power fo shield his sister from 
the shame of having her name bandied in 
the courtroom, but the prosecution de- 
manded that it be used.

Requests That the Asphalt Pave- 
ment Be Kept Dry. 


The police have been appealed to to keep 
Peachtree free of water. 

ihe asphalt on Peachtree and water are 
not homogeneous quantities to the treach- 
erous bicycle or the shod horse. 

When Peachtree was first paved with 
the smooth and altogether level asphalt 
it Was understood that the residents along 
that nobby thoroughfare would submit to 
the dust and refrain from sprinkling the 
street. 

For a while this rule was rigidly observ- 
ed, but lately a number of those who live 
on Peachtree have been laying the ob- 
jectionuble dust by dampening the pave- 
ment with the garden hose 

Time and again the bicyclist has found 
himeelf struggling for an equilibrium and 
often he wus alighting too.suddenly for 
grace and comfort. 

The lamentations of the bicyclist were 
loud in the land and now he has appealed 
to the protecting power of the mighty po- 
lice to keep the water off the street. 

Last night Captain John Thompson, who 
has charge of the evening watch of the 
police, sat down beside the police reporter 
of The Constitution with his eyegiasses 
on and a book in his hand. Said the cap- 
tain in a most solemn official votee: 

“T have a little favor to ask of your 
paper. | have been petitioned to enforce 
& law and the best way ! can notify the 
people is through the columns of The 
Constitution. A number of complaints 
have reached me about the sprinkling oft 
Peachtree street, and as the weiting of thea 
asphalt pavement is in violation of a city 
ordinance, I will ask you to publish the 
law on the subject and request the resi- 
dents on that street to discontinue sprink- 
ling the same or I wiil be oltniged to notify 
the patrolmen to make cases against those 
who violate the ordinance.”’ 

The captain handed the reporter his hook, 
the city code, with the following ordinance 
marked for publication: 

‘Section 624: Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, That no one, whether 
abutting property owners or others, shal] 
be allowed to sprinkle or throw water upon 
any street in the city or Atlanta paved 
with asphalt, except as authorized by the 
board of health. 

“Section 625: That any one convicted of 
the ubove ordinance shall be 
fined not more than $10 and not less than 
$1 for each offense.” 

From this day forth, the captain states, 
the ordinance shall be rigidly enforced. He 
makes an earnest request of all those in- 
terested to govern themselves accordingly 
and prevent trouble and annoy ance.

Bluthenthal & Bickart Had Filed a 
Sensational Bill Charging Con- 
spiracy on Part of Governor. 


Governor Ellerbe, of South Carolina, and 
Attorney General Barber, of that state, 
have been making life very disagreeable 
for Mr. Bickart, of the firm of Bluthenthal 
& Bickart, of this city. 

Yesterday both of the high state officials 
stepped down from their dignity long 
enough to call Mr. Bickart a Har. Mr. 
Bickart and his firm had charged Ellerbe 
and Barber and others with 
to injure their business. The story from 
Charleston is as follows: 

“Charleston, S. C., October 7. —(Special:) 
M. A. Bickart, of Atlanta, was the central 
figure in a highly sensational proceeding 
in the United States circuit court here 
today.

General Barber denounced as 
false a sworn statement made 
by Bickart, and is thinking of prosecuting 
him for the offense. A bill was filed by 
Bluthenthal & Bickart last night in the 
case against Long at Union, and Governor 
Ellerbe, Attorney General Barber, Assis- 
tant Attorney General Townsend and Li- 
quor Commissioner Vance were made par- 
ties defendant. 

“The complaint was made by Bickart. 
He alleges conspiracy between the state 
officials to prevent his firm from doing 
business In South Carolina and claims that 
Ellerbe, Karber, Townsend and Vance are 
financially irresponsible, insolvent and un- 
able to pay any damages that the court 
might allow. 

“When General Barber read the bill he 
telegraphed the governor 2nd the governor 
wired back that it was a lie. In the court 
this morning Mr. Barber said he wished 
certain matters settled before the hearing 
of the other cases. He then called atten- 
tion to the Bickart affidavit and denounc- 
ed the whole thing as unqualifiedly false. 
He asked Judge Simonton to force Bickart 
to produce the proof of conspiracy and 
insolvency or hereafter stand the conse- 
quences of false swearing. He said Blu- 
thenthal & Bickart went into the federa) 
courts in Georgia and charged a conspiracy 
between Governor Ellerbe and the South- 
ern railway, and they wanted to use this 
same bill in that case. “The bil! is insult- 
ing,’ said General Barber, ‘and is absolute- 
ly untrue. Bickart’s oath is false.” After 
some little discussion Bickart’s attorneys 
withdrew the entire bill and the matter 
was dropped,

Colonel FE. P. Chamberlin, who w 
ent at the coroner’s inquest, said since the 
giass had been found in the negro’s side he 
was satisfied that the dead man was the 
person who was discovered in his store.

So the officers are speculating on a new 
theory. They believe that the dead negro

some persOn was shot or cut in a difficulty 
who did not wish it known, and that he 
Was carried home in a hack by a friend. 
If this theory of the bloody trail on Trinity 
“avenue is correct then the negro burglar 
ran down Mitchell street and by the capi- 
tol to his place of hiding in the rear of the 
Episcopal cathedral, where he fell breath- 
less and suddeniy died from heart failure 
superinduced by the long, -hard run. This 
part of the theory, so far as the death of 
tte burglar is concerned, coincides with 
the autopsy made by the phvsicians. 

The Inquest of the Coroner. 

When the coroner’s jury held the inquest 
yesterday afternoon at the undertaking 
establishment of the Economic Undertaking 
Company, on West Mitchell street, the 
dead negro was identified as Lincoln 
Thompson, alias Eli Williams, alias Elias 
Williams. Link Thompson, as he was 
called, was a noted criminal. He was sent 
to the penitentiary and county ehaingang 
several times. His last sentence was for 
two years which he had only finished sery- 
ing two or three months ago. 

The witnesses examined before the coro- 
ners jury were Seaborn Reford, the sexton 
of the cathedral, who first discovered the 
dead negro; William Parker, a janitor who 
Was the next person to see the dead tody 
before it was removed; Detective Green 
Conn, Captain Slaughter, Call Officer Crus- 
Selle and Colonel E. P. Chamberlin. 

The sexton and janitor told about the 
finding of the body. The officers identified 
the negro and Colonel Chamberlin told 
of the burglary and of the escape of the 
hegro through a glass transom. 

While there were no wounds on the ne- 
8To’s body which could of themselves have 
Produced death, the examining physicians 
concluded that the man died from neart 
failure caused by a hemorrhage and the 
running.

This was 
referred to Mr. Hamilton Douglas, the su- 
perintendent and the assistant superintend- 
ent. 

It was recommended that the rule in re- 
gard to cheating in examinations be made 
to read: “Any pupil found cheating or at- 
tempting to cheat in examination shall be 
suspended one month.”

“The programme of the day has not been 
entirely arranged,’’ Cha.rman Jamés 
Js. Mayson, of the programme committee. 
In the morning they wiil meet at the capi- 
tol and from there will parade through 
the streets to the corner of Broad and 
Peachtree streets, where they will get on 
the trolley cars and go to the exposition 
park and the remainder of the day will be 
spent there. 

Immediately after arriving they will go 
to the auditorium and there the speeches 
will be heard. Governor AtKinson and May- 
or Collier will welcome them to the city. 
Orator of the Day Dr. Coleman will de- 
liver his address, and many others will 
speak. After this the Masons will go to 
the agricultural building, where one of the 
best barbecues ever served in Atlanta will 
be spread out and the inner man 
cared for. 

Some 
of the best singers of the city will enter- 
tain the company while the refreshments 
are being served. Mr. Pearson will sing a 
solo and some of the prom.nent musicians 
will make music for them. Captain D. G, 
Wylie and Mr. Thomas C. Veal will have 
the barbecue in charge and they have 
promised the most sumptuous that can be 
made up. The Fifth Regiment band will 
join in the merriment and add their feature 
to the enjoyment of the occasion. 

After this there will be horse races, bicy- 
cle races, football and every kind of amuse- 
ment on ihe plaza and this will’ take up 
the remainder of the afternoon. In the 
evening the races in the coliseum will at- 
tract their attention.

Carriages 
have been engaged for the occasion. Ho- 
tels have promised a special rate and the 
grounds at the park will be given over to 
them. Special rates have been arranged 
on the railroads and notbing remains to 
be done but a few minor details that will] 
be looked after very soon. 

This is expected to be the largest gath- 
ering of Masons that has ever occurred in 
this state. There are 18000 in the state 
and a large force of thera will be here on 
this occasion. The grard officers of the 
state who will attend the convention of 
the grand lodge in Macon will come with 
the other delegates from there. 

The members of the Atlanta lodge are 
enthusiastic over the outlook and will make 
it a memorable occasion and their golden 
anniversary will go down on the pages of 
the history of Masonry in Georgia.
